Back of either plan is the con- 
cern of its proponent to provide 
NATO members, and particularly 
West Germany, with an opportunity 
to participate in the operation of a 
nuclear deterrent. Although the 
United States would: retain full con- 
trol of the nuclear warheads, the 
member nations in ANF or MLF 
would have a voice in their use and 
a hand in their launching.

Mr. Wilson's plan, to merge Brit- 
ain’s nuclear power into a common 
NATO pool, could thus be evidence 
of a most statesmanlike approach 
to a global fact of life. It naturally 
rouses considerable opposition in 
many British quarters, for it in- 
volves the renunciation to a large 
extent of that element of sovereign- 
ty which is embodied in national 
defences. 

But Mr. Wilson rightly sees that 
the real nuclear defence of the West 
must’ lie in joint action, and par- 
ticularly in co-operation with the 
dominant nuclear arsenal of the 
United States. As he puts it, an in- 
dependent British nuclear defence 
could constitute little more than a 
posthumous revenge in the event of 
Russian attack. The only real de- 
terrent must lie in the overwhelm- 
ing power of an American-centred 
NATO arrangement.

Defusing the MLF Issue in the Western Alliance 


TH big news from the NATO meeting 
in Paris is that the highly-advertised 
Quarrel over nuclear arms did not hap- 
pen.. There was no 
shattering s ho w down 
because once the Brit- 
ish and American elec- 
tions were over the 
problem was taken out 
of the hands of the 
quarrelsome zealots. It 
was examined dispas- 
sionately and respon- 
sibly, and it was soon 
“ apparent that the prob- 
lem is theoretical, not 
real and urgent. There is no issue about 
any present danger to the Allies, to 
Europe, or to Western Germany. The ar- 
gument is about a ‘hypothetical future— 
about what will be the defence of the 
West 10 or 15 years from now. Nothing 
about the argument is immediate or 
pressing. Even if by chance everyone 
agreed about the MLF or about the French 
force de frappe; neither or both of these 
primitive nuclear deterrents would have 
any military significance for many years 
to come. é 
In this perspective, it would have been 
absurd to have let the zealots provoke a 
quarrel between France and the United

States. Such a quarrel could not fail to 
disrupt the alliance and to set back very 
seriously progress on the reduction of 
armaments and the unification of Ger- 
many. Our relations with Europe have 
been deeply threatened by a senseless 
quarrel, a kind of modern equivalent of 
the medieval argument about how many 
angels can dance on the head of a pin. 

This quarrel has been put in order. 
Instead of demanding an immediate agree- 
ment ona treaty which has to be rati- 
fied very soon, we have given up pushing 
the Europeans around and have stopped 
fidgeting about what may happen in Ger- 
many five or 10 years from now. 

That is why there has been no big 
quarrel and showdown in Paris. 


Behind this change of atmosphere there 
is a diplomatic history of which certain 
of the essentials are visible, though prop-, 
erly enough the details are not. 

The idea of .a Multilateral Nuclear 
Force was conceived during the Eisen- 
hower administration while Mr. Herter 
was U.S. Secretary of State. The original 
motive behind it was to prevent the West 
Germans from wanting to make a nuclear 
force of their own, following the example 
set by Britain and France. This was to 
be done by giving them enough physical 


contact with nuclear weapons to vaccinate 
them against nuclear fever. 

When President Kennedy inherited the 
proposal, he took the position that if our 
European Allies wanted it and agreed on 
it, the United States would help. But it 
was not.a vital American project. As long 
as this was the condition of MLF, no 
European government, not France and not 


-even the Soviet Union, took it very seri- 


ously. But during the past year a radical 
change occurred in the character of the 
MLF proposal. This change turned what 
had been a vague and amiable scheme 
into a burning international issue. 

The change in the MLF, which was the 
work of the zealots during the year 1964, 
replaced the Kennedy policy of letting the 
European governments agree on it if they 
could. The MLF became a project to be 
pushed into existence by the collaboration 
of Washington and Bonn. This was a 
reckless adventure which caused many 
responsible Germans to believe that even- 
tually the United States would relinquish 
its veto over the nuclear fleet and that 
West Germany, which would own about 40 
per cent of the fleet, would then have a 
large voice. That the West Germans were 
greatly tempted by this was shown in 
Chancellor Erhard’s indiscreet remarks 
last October 6. When asked at a news 


conference whether Washington and Bonn 
might create the MLF without Britain, 
France or the other European allies, the 
chancellor said “I cannot give you a flat 
‘yes’ but I cannot deny it.” 

This indiscretion took place shortly 
after the visit to Washington of Dr. Grewe, 
formerly the German ambassador to 
Washington and now the German ambas- 
sador to NATO. It should be said that ~ 
none of the other NATO allies was con- 
sulted about this visit to Washington to 
discuss the MLF. 

Against this background nobody has 
any reason to be astonished that the al- 
Jiance bas .been greatly disturbed. This 
was the dangerous mess which President 
Johnson and Prime Minister Wilson, sepa- 
rately and‘ jointly, have had to «)>a up, 
This has been done by making it’ yrite 
clear to the government in Bonn that the 
MLF, if it ever comes into being, will not 
be a “‘lirst step” towards German nuclear 
On the contrary, it will be used 
as anironclad obstacle to the prolifera- 
tion, of ‘nuclear weapons. 

As a result of this correction of what 
American MLF policy had recently be 
come, the MLF. is defused and the heat 
has gone out of ‘the quarrel within the 
Western Alliance.

H'# officials are beginning to fall 
under the axe in Peking as 7l-year- 
old. Mao Tse-tung becomes. increasingly 
afraid that Chinese “‘goulash Commu- 
nists,” inspired by Mr. Khrushchev, may 
wreck his revolution once he dies. 


The choice of his personal successor 
as_Chairman of the Communist Party does 
not pose a problem. Few doubt that this 
will be Liu Shao-chi, the present Head of 
State and leader of the “hard line” faction 
within the Chinese politburo that preaches 
permanent world revolution and no quar~ 
ter for the Russian heresy of peaceful 
co-existence. . 

But the average age of the entire polit- 
buro is 65, and all 18 members may well 
die im the next 10 years. Thése inflexible 
old revolutionaries, who made the Long 
March 30 years ago, hesitate to hand over 
to a new generation. They have seen Mos- 
cow's. “betrayal” of Marxism-Leninism, 
watched the cancer.of “modern revision- 
ism'’—even the yearning for refrigerators 
rather than revolution—eat its way into 
the Soviet soul since Stalin’s death, and 
they know it could happen in China, too. 

Mao’s disastrous socialist experiments, 
like the Great Leap Forward and the 
People’s Communes, that. brought 
country to the brink of ruin, have re-

technocrats in China who do not belong 
to the Communist Old Guard. Today, 
eareful study of the persona! relationships 
between prominent officials ‘reveals the 
first outlines of a coherent, homogeneous 
group of technical men wko may one day 
organize China's “managerial revolution.”

Spectacle Keeps Them Coming Back 


The continued appeal of Ice Capades is an enigma to this 
tourist. I have nothing against ice, especially when it is prop- 
erly. mixed. 

But Ice Capades, it says here, is something like jumping off 
a tall bridge. You see all the scenery the first time so there's 
really no point in doing it again.

For Drugs 
In Britain 


LONDON (UPI) — Beginning 
in February, Britons will no 
longer pay a prescription fee for 
drugs obtained under the Na- 
tional Health Service. 

Health Minister Kenneth Rob- 
inson also said the Labor gov- 
ernment hoped to eliminate all 
charges on dental care and for 
eye-glasses at some time in the 
future. 

Prime Minister Harold Wilson 
‘had promised during the recent 
general election campaign to 
abolish the prescription charges. 
| There were no charges in 147 
when the previous Labor govern- 
ment introduced the National 
Health Service, but the same 
government later imposed a 
token charge -of 14 cents for 
each prescription, to finance de- 
fence spending. A Conservative 
government later doubled the 
charge. ! 

Rotiinson said the charge had 
“created a financial barrier be- 
|tween the patient and the treat- 
ment he needs.” 

“We have never believed that 
‘taxation of the sick is an appro- 
priate’ method of financing the 
national health service." ;
